
FLYTIPPERS RUN UP £2M BILL FOR TAXPAYERS IN ONE YEAR 



FLY-TIPPING is costing taxpayers more 
than £2 million a year with an average 90 
incidents taking place EVERY DAY 

Figures from the Department for Envi¬ 
ronment, Food & Rural Affairs show that 
there were 824 fly tipping incidents in Dud¬ 
ley last year. 

But the situation is even worse in neigh¬ 
bouring boroughs with 3,456 fly tipping 
incidents in Wolverhampton last year, 
and even that was well below the 4,599 
in Walsall, which left that borough with a 
£350,000 clear up bill. 

There were 4,140 incidents in Sandwell 
which cost Sandwell Council £250,000 to 
clean up. 

An investigation by our sister paper the 


Express & Star found there were 32,569 
reports of waste being dumped illegally to 
councils across the Black Country, Stafford¬ 
shire, Shropshire and Birmingham last year 
- a 16 per cent increase from 2012/13. 

Organised criminal gangs who offer to 
dispose of rubbish at a knockdown price are 
believe to be behind ‘industrial scale’ dump¬ 
ing seen in recent months. 

It costs the region’s councils £1.8m to re¬ 
move dumped waste last year and a further 
£580,000 to investigate offences. 

But only £54,706 was recouped through 
fines at court with authorities taking just 
58 prosecutions. 

And only 456 fixed penalty notices were 
issued last year in the Midlands which 


would have returned between a further 
£54,000 and £182,000. 

In May 2016, councils were given the 
power to impose £400 fixed-penalty notices 
for fly-tipping. But critics say that for crim¬ 
inal gangs - or even ordinary householders 
- it is worth taking the risk because the fine 
can be cheaper than hiring a skip for a fort¬ 
night. Rising waste charges and moves to 
fortnightly bin collections have also been 
blamed. 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson said travellers, who 
he likened to ‘roving vagabonds’ were be¬ 
hind some of the large scale dumping. 

There were also 417 cases in South Staf¬ 
fordshire. 


Tories and Ukip unite to reject 5pc hike at eleventh hour 


COUNCIL TAX RISE 
CUT IN PROTEST 


A PLANNED council tax hike of nearly five per cent was 
thrown out after the Conservatives and UKIP teamed up 
to reject the budget put forward by Labour-led Dudley 
Council. 

Now Dudley borough residents will still see a council tax rise of 3.99 
per cent from April, as part of an agreement reached following a lengthy, 
and at times chaotic, full meeting of the local authority, which lasted al¬ 
most five hours this week. 


The proposed budget included a council 
tax rise of 4.99 per cent, which is the high¬ 
est that can be implemented by councillors 
without requiring a public referendum. 

Labour argued that the increase is 
needed to save £26 million over the next 
three years. Presenting the budget, cabi¬ 
net member for finance Councillor David 
Sparks said: “It is incumbent on any mem¬ 
ber moving an amendment for any lesser 
amount to specify what they would cut.” 

Tory finance spokesman Councillor 
Steve Clark then put forward an amend¬ 
ment suggesting the alternative council tax 
rise of 3.99 per cent, and also for all-out 
elections to be held every four years, with 
the first taking place in May next year. 

“Labour have blamed Tory cuts for their 
own mismanagement,” said Councillor 
Clark. “You’ve got to stop this smoke and 
mirror politics. 

“Dudley’s Labour-controlled authority 
has spent £1.3m on consulting this year 
alone. Six million over the last four years, 
doing the job we pay our officers for.” 

Conservative group leader Councillor 
Patrick Harley said moving to the all-out 
election system, selecting all council mem¬ 
bers every four years instead of a third of 
members at a time, would save the council 
around £250,000 every non-election year.

In response, leader of the council La¬ 
bour’s Pete Lowe described it as a ‘ridicu¬ 
lous amendment’, and added: “Their own 
party, when they are in positions of power, 
are recommending 4.99 per cent.” 

UKIP’s Bill Etheridge said: “I don’t be¬ 
lieve we have gone far enough with reform 
and change to justify the kind of tax in¬ 
creases that are on the table here.” 

Initially the amendment was lost by 42 
votes against, and 29 in favour. 

However Labour’s budget was then nar¬ 
rowly rejected with 36 against and 35 in 
favour, forcing the councillors to continue 
their debate until they reached an agree¬ 
ment over the council tax rate, which by law 
must be decided upon by March 11. 

The council chamber descended into 
shouting with repeated adjournments, after 
Councillor Clark presented their proposals 
again, but this time as a motion, with a 
UKIP amendment requesting that the au¬ 
thority sources a private company to deliver 
savings of five per cent from procurement 
over the next three years, paid on results. 

The Conservative motion, and UKIP 
amendment, was then approved by 36 to 35.

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Bishop concerned over church raids

THIEVES have been criticised by the 
Bishop of Dudley after two more Black 
Country churches were targeted by 
raiders stealing cherished silverware 
used for Holy Communion. 

The Bishop of Dudley, the Rt Rev Gra¬ 
ham Usher, says he has been left ‘sick¬ 
ened’ by the thefts. 

The gang has been described as ‘pro¬ 
fessional’ and used an angle grinder to 
open a safe before taking money and re¬ 
ligious items. 

St Peter’s in Cradley and St Paul’s in 
Blackheath were targeted by thieves on 
Thursday night into early hours Friday. 


According to the Bishop, the thieves 
made off with ‘cherished’ silver items 
used during Holy Communion, which 
are worth thousands of pounds. 

Christ Church in Coseley was also 
ransacked on February 20. 

The Bishop said: “I am sickened that 
three Black Country churches have 
been burgled this week and cherished 
Holy Communion silver taken. All the 
churches are serving their neighbours.” 

Reverend Katryn Leclezio, of St Pe¬ 
ter’s, said she was sure the group who 
struck at her church were a gang of pro¬ 
fessional thieves. 


She said the criminals broke in over¬ 
night Thursday to Friday and carried 
out a thorough search of the building. 

Rev Leclezio said: “They were a pro¬ 
fessional group who came very neatly 
through a window, jemmied open the 
vestry door, pulled out an enormous cast 
iron safe and angle-ground the back off 
it. They took money and silver.” 

The break-in bears similarities to 
the theft at Christ Church, which also 
saw the church’s safe broken into. Rev 
Emma Stanford said: “They took all our 
silverware, including candlesticks and 
other things given in memory of people.” 


Terrorism hotspot is 
right on our doorstep 

THE West Midlands is one of the 
terrorist hotspots of the UK, a 
major new report warns. 

Islamist terrorism has been on the 
rise in the region over the past 20 
years with a significant proportion of 
convictions in Birmingham and the 
Black Country. 

The findings are in a report published in 
Parliament by think tank the Henry Jack- 
son Society. The 1,000-page report found 
that of 269 people convicted of terrorism 
offences between 1998 and 2015, 49 came 
from the West Midlands - making it the 
UK’s second major terrorism hotspot, be¬ 
hind London. Two convictions came from 
Sandwell, one from Wolverhampton and 
one from Dudley, while 39 came from Bir¬ 
mingham, with Hall Green and Hodge Hill 
highlighted. 

Khaled Abusalama, from Smethwick, 
was convicted for sending funds to Libyan 
Islamic Fighting Group. He was jailed in 
2007 for 22 months. 

Plot 

Mohammed Saud, of Smethwick, was 
jailed for 18 years and nine months for 
being part of a bomb plot in West Yorkshire 
in 2013. He was convicted after two of his 
accomplices, Jewell Uddin and Omar Mo¬ 
hammed Khan, were stopped by police on 
the Ml as they travelled back to Birming¬ 
ham. An IED was found in the vehicle. 

Usman Choudhary, from Dudley, was 
convicted in 2015 for disseminating terror¬ 
ist material. He was jailed for nine months. 

Bilal Zaheer Ahmad, of Wolverhampton, 
was jailed for 12 years in 2011 for posting 
a message on a website encouraging the 
murder of MPs who voted in favour of the 
Iraq war. 

In August last year - a period not cov¬ 
ered by the report - seven members of a 
13-strong Walsall terror cell were con¬ 
victed. 

A record number of people called West 
Midland Police’s anti-terrorist hotline last 
year - 22,000 calls. It comes as the police 
force claims the ‘scale, volume and com¬ 
plexity’ of the terror threat continues to 
grow. 

The force is supporting a national cam¬ 
paign called “Make Nothing Happen” that 
focuses on the critical role the public can 
play in defeating terrorism.

Twenty five walkers also took part 
in the event, which raised £8,000 
for the Action Heart Centre at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital. 


School wins 
praise for 
pupils’steady 
improvement 

STAFF and pupils at a school in Coseley 
are celebrating after a glowing report 
from education watchdog Ofsted. 

Rosewood School has retained its 
‘good’ status following an inspection by 
Ofsted. 

The school, which has 53 pupils, spe¬ 
cialises in supporting young people aged 
11 to 16 with behavioural, emotional and 
additional needs. 

It recently expanded to include key 
stage two pupils and ‘redeveloped its 
curriculum’ to give pupils the opportu¬ 
nity to follow nine GCSE courses. 

In the report, inspectors praised the 
commitment and drive of staff to provide 
the best education for their pupils who 
may have had difficult or disrupted edu¬ 
cation in the past. 

Academic achievement is ‘steadily im¬ 
proving’, said the report, with all pupils 
making good progress, attendance is im¬ 
proving and pupils are taking responsi¬ 
bility for their own behaviour. 

A feeling of team spirit was noted 
across the school, with praise from par¬ 
ents and pupils. 

The report states that pupils at the 
school ‘take their learning very seriously 
and want to do well, completing their 
work to the best of their ability’. 

Headteacher David Kirk said: “At 
Rosewood we are proud to work with 
and support children with complex and 
challenging needs. I would like to thank 
our staff, pupils and governors for their 
ongoing hard work, dedication and com¬ 
mitment, which is reflected in the Ofsted 
report.” 

Coroner suspends 
stabbing inquest 

A MOTHER who died from stab wounds 
was carried into a Rowley Regis GPs’ 
surgery, an inquest heard. 

Black Country Coroner’s Court was 
told that Tina Billingham, of Granville 
Road, Cradley Heath, had suffered two 
stab wounds, one to the heart and an¬ 
other to her stomach and liver. 

Senior coroner’s officer, Stephen Bin- 
sley, explained that the injured 54-year- 
old was carried from a van into the 
medical centre on Hawes Lane at around 
3.50pm on February 6. 

Ronald Cooke, 54, of Granville Road, 
Cradley Heath, has been charged with 
murder. 

Senior coroner Mr Zafar Siddique, 
said: “I am formally suspending this in¬ 
quest until the conclusion of the trial.”

Officer faces 
the axe after 
harassing an 
ex girlfriend 

A POLICE officer from Dudley faces 
losing his job after admitting harass¬ 
ing his ex-girlfriend, a court heard. 

Dean Hickens pretended to be a for¬ 
mer partner of his ex Carrie Stimp- 
son, also a serving police officer with 
West Midlands Police, in text mes¬ 
sages in order to check whether she 
had had an affair. 

He also tried to change her Face- 
book login details and drove past her 
house in the early hours to see if there 
was someone else there. Hickens, 
aged 42, of Dingle Close, admitted 
harassment without violence. 

Mr Tim Talbot-Webb, prosecuting, 
told Wolverhampton magistrates: 
“This was a relationship of five years 
and the couple had been living to¬ 
gether. Carrie left the home and it 
wasn’t a happy break-up. 

“Mr Hickens went about a course of 
action that amounted to harassment” 

Miss Sue Swann, defending, said 
Hickens was now on medication for 
depression and anxiety. 

She said: “He knows that he will 
lose his job. The consequences of this 
will be devastating for him and in my 
opinion is a very harsh punishment.” 

Hickens was sentenced to a 12 
month community order, including 
20 days of rehabilitation activity, and 
an eight week curfew between 8.30pm 
and 7am. He must pay £135 in legal 
costs, an £85 victim surcharge and 
£250 compensation. 

A spokesman for the force said Pc 
Hickens would now face internal dis¬ 
ciplinary proceedings and his future 
with the force would be considered. 


Bid to tighten 
rules on smoke 

DUDLEY Council is set o implement 
a borough-wide order enabling them 
to take legal action over illegal chim¬ 
ney flues. 

At a meeting of the authority’s 
cabinet yesterday (Wednesday), coun¬ 
cillors were being asked to approve a 
new smoke control order in accord¬ 
ance with the Clean Air Act 1993, to 
declare the whole of the Dudley bor¬ 
ough a ‘smoke control area’. 

This will make it an offence to emit 
smoke from a chimney unless caused 
by use of an authorised fuel, or by the 
use of a fireplace on an approved list. 

The council says there are 1,029 
properties and 28 areas of land, where 
buildings could be built, that are not 
subject to the current smoke control 
order. 

Killing inquest is 
adjourned again 

AN inquest into the death of 24-year- 
old man fatally stabbed in Brierley 
Hill has been adjourned again while 
police hunt suspect Niron Parker-Lee. 
Mansoor Mahmood, of Bague Walk, 
Brierley Hill, died on October 15. 


Burglar jailed after raid on radio studio 


A CALLOUS crook who broke into a church to strip 
£8,000 worth of equipment from a community radio 
station is starting a two-year jail sentence. 

Cocaine addict Jason Pettit knew the code to St 
John’s Reform Church in Stourbridge because he 
had used its food bank, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

The 38-year-old deactivated the intruder alarm 
and headed for the room at the rear of the building 
where Black Country Radio had its studio, explained 
Mr Waheed Baber, prosecuting. 

The defendant then stole speakers, mixer and bal¬ 
ancing units, an amplifier and other items before 
fleeing with the haul during the night of September 
8. 


Volunteer staff discovered the break-in when they 
arrived for work early the following morning and 
the radio station was off air for 18 hours until re¬ 
placement equipment could be installed. 

Pettit disabled CCTV cameras at the scene but 
missed one which recorded the break-in and led to 
his capture. A police officer was shown the footage 
and recognised the offender who was on licence 
from prison. 

Traced 

Pettit was arrested at his home on September 
20. None of the stolen property has been recovered 
and a second person involved in the crime is still 
at large. 


Mr Lewis Perry, defending, said: “He was funding 
his cocaine habit and maintains that somebody else 
had given him the combination code. 

“He now wants a fresh start away from associates 
and drug debts.” 

Pettit, of Stourbridge Road, Stourbridge, admit¬ 
ted the burglary. 

He was jailed for two years by Recorder Michelle 
Heeley QC, who told him: “You burgled a church. 
It takes a special kind of low to commit that kind 
of offence. 

“They were trying to provide a community service 
and you took their equipment. Then you told a bare¬ 
faced lie on your last appearance by saying it was 
not you on the CCTV footage.” 


Taxi drivers 'up in arms’ 
as police link stabbings 


A TAXI driver and another man were 
stabbed in two attacks during the 
early hours in Stourbridge which 
are being linked by police. 

The taxi driver was knifed by a passen¬ 
ger at the BP Petrol Station in Pedmore 
Road, Lye, at around 3.50am on Saturday. 

The victim was left with a hand wound and 
crashed into a stationary car as he tried to get 
away. The attacker, thought to be with a group 
of four or five men and women in the taxi, fled 
the scene. 

Just 20 minutes afterwards police found 
another man with stab wounds less than two 
miles away in Stourbridge town centre. 

The injured man was discovered in an alley- 
way off St John’s Road, Stourbridge Ring Road, 
at around 4.10am. 

The 31-year-old was taken to hospital, where 
he was treated for two stab injuries to his stom¬ 
ach, one to his back and two cuts to the head. 
Detectives they believe the attacks, which hap¬ 
pened in the early hours, are linked and have 
launched an investigation. 

They say the violence is thought to be linked 
to an altercation between a group of men near 
to The Arena Nightclub, on Hagley Road. 

Running 

Detective Sergeant Chris Jones said: “It is 
believed there had been an earlier dispute be¬ 
tween a group of men at a bus stop near to The 
Arena Nightclub, which then continued into 
the town centre. This resulted in a man being 
stabbed and a group of men and women were 
seen running from the scene. 

“We have launched an investigation and so 
far it’s clear that both attacks are linked. I am 
appealing for anyone who may have seen either 
attack or who has any information to contact 
us on 101.” 

Shaz Saleem, chairman of the Dudley Taxi 
Association has hit out at the latest attack on 
a taxi driver in the borough, saying ‘enough is 
enough’. He said: “I’m really angry and the 
whole trade is up in arms. What will it take 
for these incidents to be taken more seriously? 
One of our drivers could get killed. We need to 
get more support from the police as these inci¬ 
dents are reoccurring. It’s getting ridiculous.” 

Last month cabbie Sheakh Arbaz suffered 
was beaten up in Dudley by two passengers 
who stole his takings. There have been more 
than 3,000 attacks on taxi drivers in the West 
Midlands during the last decade. 


Call to save mental health centre

DEMONSTRATORS gathered 
outside Dudley Council House to 
protest at the closure of a mental 
health centre as part of cost-cut- 
ting measures. 

The protesters are all service 
users of Dove House, who rely 
upon its support to manage a 
range of mental health conditions. 

Despite its importance to these 
vulnerable people, the council has 
decided to revise its current fund¬ 
ing contract with Dudley Mind, 


which runs Dove House in the 
grounds of Dudley’s Bushey Fields 
Hospital. The proposed new con¬ 
tract would not include funding 
for Dove House, and as such it is 
expected to shut when the current 
agreement comes to an end on 
June 30. It helps 60 people. 

Leading the demonstration was 
service user Joy Collins, of Neth- 
erton, who regularly attends the 
centre. The 52-year-old said: “If 
this goes I won’t have anywhere 


else I can go and it’s the same for 
other people. They don’t realise 
how little things can make a big 
difference.” 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin 
brought up his opposition to the 
closure in the House of Commons. 

Adult social care boss Council¬ 
lor Qadar Zada said: “The unprec¬ 
edented funding cuts imposed on 
us by central government mean 
that we face difficult decisions 
about the services we provide.” 
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Call for action on 
rough sleepers 

A COUNCILLOR has called for action 
over an increasing homelessness prob¬ 
lem in Dudley. 

Concerns have been raised about 
the number of rough sleepers across 
Dudley borough. 

Speaking at a meeting of Dud¬ 
ley Council, Conservative coun¬ 
cillor David Vickers, member for 
Halesowen South, suggested empty 
council houses and flats could be used 
to provide a place for them to stay. He 
said: “We have got to get some of these 
rough sleepers off the street and into 
homes.”

Patrick would have turned 80 on Sat¬ 
urday while Adrian would have been 51 
on the day of the event. 

The family were all killed in the mas¬ 
sacre at the holiday resort of Sousse, 
Tunisia, in 2015. 

All three were devoted Saddlers fans, 
and the Dining with Legends event was 
held at the Banks’s Stadium. 

Steve Daley, John Richards, Kenny 
Hibbitt, Don Goodman and Mel Eves 
were among those who turned out to 
support the charity which supports 
families hit by murder and terrorism. 

Mourned 

The charity has been set up by Joel’s 
brother Owen, who survived the attack 
at the age of 16, and their mother Suzy. 

Speaking at the event, Suzy said: 
“My dad would have been in his ele¬ 
ment. It makes me feel guilty being 
here, knowing they would have loved 
to be..” 

The football community also 
mourned the loss of referee Joel, who 
was on his way to enjoying a big future 
in the game. 

Speaking proudly, Suzy said: “There 
have been so many tributes from 
the FA for Joel.” These include The 
Joel Richards Legacy Fund, set up to 
support young players, referees and 
coaches. 

The fundraiser was held shortly after 
the conclusion of a six-week inquest at 
London’s Royal Courts of Justice on 
the slaughter, where the coroner ruled 
all 30 holidaymakers were unlawfully 


killed, but did not conclude ‘neglect’ 
by travel companies played a part in 
their deaths. 

Former Wolves, Walsall and Man¬ 
chester City player Steve Daley, who 
was a guest speaker, said: “If you 
were ever in that position yourself, 
you would hope that people do the 
same and rally round to help you.” 

He praised organiser of the night,

“It’s a show of support and 
togetherness,” added Steve. 

Smile for Joel won more celebrity 
support after Suzy and Owen ap¬ 
peared on This Morning following 
the inquest ruling.

Comedian and actress Dawn 
French and pop star and The Voice 
judge Jennifer Hudson were also pic¬ 
tured wearing the wristbands.

Free parking 
trial is to be 
considered 
by council 

FREE parking could be trialled across 
the Dudley borough to encourage res¬ 
idents to visit smaller towns for shop¬ 
ping. 

It is hoped that the plans will boost 
the economy in Sedgley, Halesowen, 
Brierley Hill, Kingswinford and Dud¬ 
ley town centre. 

It has been recommended that if 
the free parking is successful, Dud¬ 
ley Council should consider rolling 
out two-hour free parking in coun¬ 
cil-owned car parks across the rest of 
the borough too. 

Opposition councillor Paul Broth- 
wood said: “UKIP have been calling 
for free parking for a number of years 
but unfortunately the Labour and 
Conservatives voted down our notion. 

“I think the trial, which will hope¬ 
fully result in free parking, will bene¬ 
fit local businesses, which have had a 
difficult time. 

“We have to get people back in our 
towns and free parking is a catalyst 
for that. We want to get shoppers 
back to our great towns and free park¬ 
ing is a good idea to start with.” 

Council officers are putting a report 
together on the issue. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services, 
said: “We are currently exploring 
plans for a free parking pilot in Dud¬ 
ley borough following a motion at full 
council. We will have more details 
over the coming weeks once discus¬ 
sions have taken place with mem¬ 
bers.”

Council to 
debate issue 
of leisure 
centres axe 

A PETITION opposing closure of 
three leisure centres in Dudley bor¬ 
ough has reached its deadline, after 
being signed more than 4,000 times. 

Campaigners to save the existing 
centres - in Dudley, Stourbridge and 
Halesowen - said that they would 
push for a full council debate on the 
matter. 

Dudley Council wants to demolish 
Halesowen Leisure Centre, Dudley 
Leisure Centre and Crystal Leisure 
Centre in Stourbridge, and replace 
them with two new centres, probably 
in Dudley and Lye. The council say 
this will save money as the older cen¬ 
tres will be expensive to update. 

Development boss Councillor Khur- 
shid Ahmed said it was likely to be 
three years before the plans came to 
fruition. 

After gaining 4,491 signatures, for¬ 
mer councillor and head of the Save 
Our Leisure Centres group, Tracy 
Wood said: “Quite a few councillors 
have pledged their support. People 
from the community are finally hav¬ 
ing their voice heard.” 

The council will debate the issue 
in a full council meeting. A feasibility 
study is under way and a public con¬ 
sultation will follow. 

Dudley Council leader Councillor 
Pete Lowe said: “Is leisure provision 
in Halesowen an option? Absolutely.” 
But he hit back at critics from the 
opposition Conservative group, add¬ 
ing: “What you can’t do is argue one 
week for reduced council tax and then 
argue the next week for additional lei¬ 
sure provision.”

New Aldi 



store set to create 40 jobs 


A FORMER DIY shop in Kings win- 
ford that has stood derelict for three 
years will be turned into an Aldi su¬ 
permarket. 

Council planners have given the 
green light for the budget chain to 
convert the Focus DIY store, in Dud¬ 
ley Road, into its latest store in the 
Black Country 

Residents have been calling for 
action over the boarded-up and run¬ 
down property, a site which has also 
been occupied by travellers. 

It was announced that the popular 
German-owned chain wanted to take 


over the site at the end of last year 
and an exhibition held in Kingswin- 
ford met with a positive response. 

The proposals will see the store 
building converted and the car park 
upgraded to provide more than 100 
spaces. The former garden centre area 
will also be converted into parking. 

The supermarket will cover 1,350 
square metres. It is expected to cre¬ 
ate around 40 full-time and part-time 
jobs. 

A planning spokesperson said: “As 
part of improved access arrangements 
there will be a new right turn into the 


site and a new parking area.” Council¬ 
lor Paul Bradley said: “I think this is 
an ideal place to have a supermarket.” 

Aldi stated: “The Aldi ‘deep dis¬ 
count’ retail store provides an amen¬ 
ity to the local area, which is currently 
lacking, along with the creation of 
jobs both now and at a later date. Aldi 
looks forward to becoming a consid¬ 
erate neighbour and part of the local 
community.” 

Aldi has opened several new stores 
in the Black Country recently, includ¬ 
ing in Oldbury and on the site of the 
former King Arthur pub in Dudley. 


Year-long roadworks get 
under way within weeks 


A YEAR-LONG roadworks scheme 
to improve a busy Black Country 
route is set to get under way within 
weeks. 

Pensnett High Street, Dudley, will be 
widened and pedestrian crossings in¬ 
stalled as part of the £5 million scheme 
aimed at cutting congestion. 

The project is set to cause major disruption 
on the road, which is used by 30,000 vehicles 
a day, but highways bosses said once complete 
the changes would hugely benefit both drivers 
and pedestrians. 

Council chiefs said work was expected to 
start during April or May and that a traffic 
management system during the scheme was 
still being finalised. 

The road is a vital artery of the Black Coun¬ 
try and carries a huge volume of traffic, serv¬ 
ing the Pensnett Trading Estate - the largest 
secured trading estate in Europe - as well as 
Russells Hall Hospital. 

The scheme will see the road widened into 
two lanes in both directions and new traffic 
lights installed. It is hoped that the improve¬ 
ments will also aid bus journeys and make ser¬ 
vices often delayed by traffic more reliable. 

Compulsory 

Businesses and residents have been relo¬ 
cated to allow the work to take place after a 
compulsory purchase order on land was signed 
off by the Transport Secretary. 

Pensnett councillor John Martin said work 
to improve High Street was long overdue. 

He explained: “High Street carries a huge 
amount of traffic and there are long delays. It 
is very difficult for pedestrians to negotiate the 
crossing over High Street and Pensnett Road. 
Pedestrians often have to take their life in their 
hands to cross the road.” 

He welcomed the improvements, adding: “It 
should calm things down and make it safer.” 

New traffic lights will be installed at the 
junction of High Street and Tansey Green 
Road, and the junction of High Street and High 
Oak. A pedestrian crossing will go in at High 
Oak and Tansey Green Road. 

Councillor Martin said it was important 
traffic was kept moving during the works and 
appealed for patience from motorists. He said: 
“Connectivity between Pensnett Trading Es¬ 
tate and the motorway is absolutely crucial. We 
are very proud of the trading estate and want 
to make sure it is attractive to businesses.”

Indeed, crime is obviously so low, and 
the police and council coffers so awash 
with cash, that they have decided to 
crackdown on the No. 1 law-and-order 
issue in the borough: stopping parents 
from taking their kids to school by car. 

No, not just parents parking on double 
yellow lines or causing an obstruction. All 
parents. Even the ones who take great 
care not to inconvenience others. 

The local authority has declared “exclu¬ 
sion zones” around four primary schools 
in the borough, which will be patrolled 
by CCTV cameras to catch any parents 
dropping their children off in the vicinity 
of the school. 

Police officers, traffic wardens and PC- 
SOs will also be asked to keep an eye 
out, lest any crafty parents manage to 
give the cameras the slip. Letters have 
been sent out warning parents they risk a 
£1,000 fine and criminal record if they do 
the school run. Talk of a sledgehammer 
to crack a nut. 

Now you might not be too concerned 
about what happens in east London, but 
it’s amazing how this sort of lunacy can 
gain traction once the PC mob gets be¬ 
hind it. Don’t be surprised if it reaches the 
Black Country a few years down the line. 

Of course, at this point, somebody 
usually chips in “how would you like it if 
somebody blocked your driveway,” and 
the answer is, I’m pretty sure I wouldn’t. 

But causing an obstruction is illegal an¬ 
yway, and I’m sure nobody would object 
to the Boys in Blue or the council dealing 
with that. But for people who drive and 
park their cars responsibly, why is it any¬ 
body else’s business how they take their 
kids to school? 

No doubt there are some people who 
just don’t like having other people’s cars 
outside their homes at all, even if they 
are correctly parked. But that, I’m afraid, 
is what happens when you buy a house 
opposite a school . So you don’t have to 
drive your children to school. 

Of course, there are also the fanatics 
who believe the school run really is a 
crime, and love nothing more than lo¬ 
cal government flexing its muscles to 
“change people’s behaviour.” People 
who have no idea about the reality of 
being allocated a school two miles from 
where they live, and then having to drive 
another 10 miles to be in work for 8.30. 

Incidentally, the orders have been 
brought in using a Public Spaces Pro¬ 
tection Order Act, introduced by David 
Cameron’s government to tackle serious 
crime such as drug dealing. I wonder how 
Mr Cameron’s kids get to school.

BBC colleague Jon Sopel. In truth, it was not so 
much hilarious as shot through with cold con¬ 
tempt on both sides. Sopel and Trump clearly 
have no time for each other. 

SOMEBODY opens the wrong envelope in 
Hollywood and it dominates the world’s TV, ra¬ 
dio, newspapers and internet for the next two 
days.

THIS image is a first look 
inside of the new £12m Ad¬ 
vance II construction centre 
at Dudley College. 

Now nearing the final months of 
completion it shows the inside of 
the towering steel-framed struc¬ 
ture taking shape in Priory Road. 

The building work is set to be com¬ 
pleted by June and the centre has al¬ 
ready secured 80 apprentices. 

It will be the first of its kind spe¬ 
cialising in the latest construction 
techniques, technology and off-site 
fabrication. 

Describing the new centre as a ‘once 
in a generation project’, Dudley Col¬ 
lege principal Lowell Williams said: 
“This is ground-breaking innovation 
that we are at the forefront of. We 
need to train people who are working 
in construction as if they are digital 
engineers. 

“We will be the first building in the 
country offering that on a large scale 
using brand new apprentice standards.

“It is also the biggest skills project 
that the Black Country Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership (LEP) have funded.” 

The new 37,000 square feet building 
will include workshops, classrooms and 
support facilities around a four-storey 
building called The Hanger. 

There will also be a digital centre 
and other facilities include a car¬ 
bon-friendly technology centre. 

Mr Williams continued: “We have 
had a lot of support to make this hap¬ 
pen.

Government asked to 
give Dudley a fair deal 

DUDLEY Council has hit out at the Government claim¬ 
ing that it is being unfairly treated over funding. 

Councillors are officially calling for a fair deal for the 
town with a motion at the full council meeting. 

After seeing its funding plummet by £76 million since 
2010, angry councillors from the ruling Labour group 
declared that enough is enough and gave stark warnings 
about further cuts if funding levels from Westminster 
continue to be slashed. Opposition Conservative group 
leader Councillor Patrick Harley dismissed the move as 
political grandstanding 

There were also claims that Tory strongholds in the 
south were not experiencing the same level of cuts. 

Councillor Asif Ahmed, ward member for St James’s, 
who brought the motion, said: “This council has done 
the best it possibly can with the financial resources avail¬ 
able to it. If the Government continues in this manner 
we will soon be in a position where we can only provide 
statutory services.’’Council leader Pete Lowe said: “The 
truth is that Dudley is being subjected to much deeper 
cuts than elsewhere across the country.” 
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New speed 
cameras on 
order for 
busy route 


SPEED cameras will installed on a notorious 
stretch of the Birmingham New Road with¬ 
in weeks following calls for action by road 
safety campaigners. 

Highways bosses revealed cameras had been or¬ 
dered and would go up on the bend near Woodcroft 
Avenue, on the Dudley and Tipton border, near the 
busy junction with Priory Road. 


Speed cameras have been 
switched off in the Black 
Country for the past four 
years but Dudley Council 
has made the Birmingham 
New Road a special case 
due to persistent calls to 
improve safety on the route 
used by thousands of drivers 
every day. 

Dudley councillor Ken 
Finch has been among those 
campaigning for measures 
to cut speeding and said 
he was delighted cameras 
would be coming back. 

Old speed cameras re¬ 
main up on the road to act 
as a deterrent but have been 
switched off since 2013. 

Listening 

Councillor Finch said: 
“It has taken a lot to get 
this far. This is what it is 
all about, trying to save 
lives and in my opinion this 
shows officers have got to 
start listening to councillors 
and people who live in these 
dangerous areas. 

“Hopefully these speed 
cameras will make drivers 
think twice.” 

The 40mph Birming¬ 
ham New Road was re¬ 
cently named among the 
top five roads in the Black 
Country where drivers had 
been caught speeding dur-

ing 2015/16. A total of 428 
motorists were caught out 
by mobile police cameras 
with the fastest clocked at 
92mph. 

Concerns have also been 
aired about drivers leaving 
the Foxyards estate who 
have to pull out onto the 
Birmingham New Road. 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin said speeding on the 
road was a ‘real problem’. 

He added: “We’ve been 
working hard to improve 
road safety on the Bir¬ 
mingham New Road so 
I’m delighted to hear that 
our campaign has paid off, 
but credit is really due to 
residents who organised 
the petition and have been 
pressing the council to make 
these improvements. 

“I think this shows what 
we can achieve when we 
work together.” 

Dudley Council’s envi¬ 
ronment boss, Councillor 
Hilary Bills said: “We have 
ordered these speed cam¬ 
eras. All we are waiting for 
is for the company to pro¬ 
vide them. 

“They are ordered and I 
hope it will be very soon.”

Supporters, including Event Signs and Motorpoint, have 
pledged their support to the Emerald Mile event which will 
see up to 250 people take on a two-mile course along the 
parade route to raise money for charity. 

The main parade will take place along Digbeth High 
Street between noon and 2pm. Birmingham’s St Patrick’s 
Parade goes back to 1952 and was the first in Britain.The 
parade has taken place in Digbeth since 1996 and increas¬ 
ingly mirrors the multicultural nature of Birmingham.

Plaque 
to mark anniversary 


A BLUE plaque commemorating the 
50th anniversary of the Black Coun¬ 
try Society was unveiled in Tipton. 

It was presented to members of 
the group at the Noah’s Ark pub in 
Wood Street, the location 50 years 
ago on March 1 of that the first 
meeting of The Black Country So¬ 
ciety. 

Around 70 members shared their 
memories of the group, as well as 
taking along old photographs. Mem¬ 
bers from the 1960s were also in at¬ 
tendance. 

The Black Country Society was 
founded in 1967 by Dr John Fletcher 
and John Brimble, who felt that the 
Black Country did not receive its fair 
share of recognition for its great con¬ 
tribution to the industrial develop¬ 
ment of Britain and the world. 

Grew 

The group grew out of the Dudley 
Canal Tunnel Preservation Society, 
which successfully campaigned to 
save Dudley Canal Tunnel after it 
was threatened with closure by Brit¬ 
ish Waterways and British Rail. 

The society’s stated aim was ‘to 
foster interest in the past, present 
and future of the Black Country’. 
In 1968 calls were made for the es¬ 
tablishment of a industrial museum, 


and since the creation of the Black 
Country Living Museum, the Society 
has continued to support it. 

James Morgan, chairman of the 
group for the past six years, said: 
“It was set up by a few men from 
Tipton and they used to sit amongst 
the beer and smoke and discuss that 
the Black Country was having a bad 
press. They were the driving force in 
getting it recognised. 

“They helped establish the Black 
Country Living Museum with the 
council, which was marvellous.” 

The society also publishes a quar¬ 
terly magazine called The Black- 
countryman. 

Mr Morgan continued: “Our high¬ 
lights have been vast. The publica¬ 
tion of 50 local history books and our 
magazine have been a great achieve¬ 
ment. 

“At our height we had 2,500 mem¬ 
bers but now we have around 1,700 
and we are still the second biggest 
regional group in the UK. Our work 
continues to thrive. 

“I don’t think that the original 
members would believe that 50 years 
on this would have been happening 
today. It’s fantastic.” 

The first lecture about the anni¬ 
versary year of The Black Country 
Society took place in January.

Fire service opt 
for mayor rather 
than police boss 

THE West Midlands Fire Authority is set to be tak¬ 
en over by the region’s new mayor after bosses ruled 
against coming under the wing of the police and crime 
commissioner (PCC). 

The authority could also combine powers with rural 
services, including those in Staffordshire and Shrop¬ 
shire. A report to the West Midlands Combined Author¬ 
ity’s board by Sandwell councillor and WMFA’s chair 
John Edwards says merging services across the wider 
region could save money and improve standards. 

The WMFA’s committee voted unanimously to come 
under the governance of the Mayor of the West Midlands 
Combined Authority at a meeting last week. 

Budgets 

Mr Edwards said the committee believed it was ‘by far 
the best option going forward’ after fears were raised 
that falling under the control of the region’s PCC could 
threaten fire prevention budgets. 

“We have agreed to embark on a journey that will 
see fire and rescue services in the West Midlands move 
under the governance of the new elected mayor,” he said. 

“There was the option of working with the police and 
crime commissioner, but there is a concern that our 
budget could be hit as a result. 

“We are also committed to maintaining the neutral¬ 
ity of the fire service. We are humanitarian and not law 
enforcement, which gives us a special relationship with 
the public.” 

PCC David Jamieson has yet to indicate a preference. 


Concern at 
bed block 
problem 


in hospital 

BED blocking has reachea an ‘all-time high’ 
at Russells Hall Hospital with more than 150 
patients ready to be discharged taking up 
beds on the wards. 

Health chiefs said the number of medically-fit pa¬ 
tients unable to be shifted was ‘unacceptable’. 

It comes during a winter when the hospital has been 
struggling to cope with ‘unprecedented’ pressure on A&E. 
Russells Hall has been - 


unable to discharge dozens 
of patients, who are either 
waiting to go home or to 
be moved into social care, 
meaning beds are not being 
freed up for people who need 
them. Hospital bosses said 
the situation was a major 
problem. 

The number of people 
no longer needing to be in 
hospital has shot up since 
Christmas with the most 
up-to-date total being 154. 

The hospital has strug¬ 
gled to free beds throughout 
the winter. 

At the end of January the 
Dudley Group NHS Trust, 
which runs the hospital, 
said 682 out of 723 beds 
were full, more than the 85 
per cent which NHS safety 
guidelines state should be 
the maximum. 

Warning 

Record numbers have 
been filing into the A&E at 
the Dudley hospital, which 
prompted a warning before 
Christmas for people only to 
come in if they had a serious 
condition. 

Paul Bytheway, chief op¬ 
erating officer at the Dud¬ 
ley Group NHS Trust, said: 
“The number of delayed 
transfers of care continues 
to be a challenge for the 
trust, with the number of 
patients who are medically 
fit to leave hospital but un¬ 
able to do so at an all-time 
high. 

“This is due to the 
well-documented pressure 
across the whole health and 
social care system and an 
increase in the number of 
patients with complex needs 
who need ongoing support

after discharge. We continue 
to work closely and collabo- 
ratively with our commis¬ 
sioners, colleagues in health 
and social care and the 
voluntary sector across the 
Dudley borough and beyond 
to ensure that packages of 
care, assessments and addi¬ 
tional support for patients 
can be put in place as soon 
as possible.” 

He added: “Over the 
last 12 months we have 
worked with the council to 
enable more people to be 
discharged and assessed in 
their own homes, this helps 
people to get home more 
quickly.” 

Hospitals are meant to 
have no more than 85 per 
cent of beds filled under 
NHS safety guidelines but 
four West Midlands trusts 
had 94 per cent or more 
occupied as hospitals strug¬ 
gled to cope with winter 
pressures in January. 

The figures show bed oc¬ 
cupancy rates are not just an 
issue in the West Midlands 
withl37 out of 152 hospital 
trusts above the level since 
the start of December.

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Housing takes shape at 
former Guest Hospital 



Building work for new homes is progressing on the former Guest Hospital site on Tipton Road in Dudley 


IT was once home to a Black 
Country hospital but the site 
now looks unrecognisable as 
the first stage of a housing 
development nears comple¬ 
tion. 

Homes have sprung up on the 
former Guest Hospital base in 
Dudley where more than 150 
properties will be built to trans¬ 
form the Tipton Road site, near 
the Black Country Living Muse¬ 
um. 


The first phase of the development 
is expected to be completed by the end 
of this month. 

A modern housing estate has al¬ 
ready taken shape while elsewhere, 
the first bricks are being laid on other 
properties and diggers remain at work. 

Butler’s 

Developers Wates Living Space 
Homes is working alongside Dudley 
Council and the Homes and Commu¬ 
nities Agency to overhaul the site. 

The scheme has been named 
Butler’s Crescent in tribute to the 
renowned Black Country architect, Al¬ 


bert Thomas Butler, who was respon¬ 
sible for modifications to the previous 
hospital building. 

A total of 39 of the 157 homes will be 
council-run housing and 21 have been 
built as part of the first phase of the 
development. The overall scheme is 
due to be finished in 2019. 

Much of the hospital site will be de¬ 
molished, though some buildings will 
remain and will be refurbished. 

The hospital closed more than a 
decade ago after most departments, 
including A&E, moved to Russells Hall 
Hospital. It was originally built by the 
Earl of Dudley in 1849.

Up to 100 homes could be built on the 
old Woodsetton tip on Bourne Street. 

Developer Ideal Estates wants to build on the 
former landfill site which has not been used for 
around 30 years. 

But the development plans have led to con¬ 
cerns in the area about waste buried under¬ 
ground being disturbed and the impact on 
wildlife. 

Several attempts have been made to develop 
the land over the years but all have either been 
rejected or withdrawn. 


Ideal Estates was prevented from building 
homes in 2011 but has now come back with 
fresh proposals. 

The area is classed as a site of local impor¬ 
tance for nature conservation and Natural Eng¬ 
land has previously objected to applications to 
build on the 2.9 acre site due to fears of disrupt¬ 
ing wildlife. 

An outline application for a residential devel¬ 
opment has been lodged with Dudley Council. 

Woodsetton’s Councillor Adam Aston said he 
was extremely concerned about what had been 
put into the land over the years and the prospect 
of it being unearthed. 

He said: “I am very concerned and so are a lot 
of people who live around it. 


“There is quite good evidence stuff was tipped 
in there which shouldn’t have been. I’m really 
concerned about digging it up.” 

A design statement submitted with the plans 
on behalf of Ideal Estates said: “It is clear that 
the proposed development creates the 

foundations for a high quality and sustainable 
new place. 

“Proposals respond to the specific challenges 
of the site and will bring about significant im¬ 
provement to the local environment. 

“The development will provide new residen¬ 
tial opportunities while remediating a contam¬ 
inated site. 

“On this basis, the scheme should be wel¬ 
comed and supported.”

Listed protection for memorial

A GARDEN and memorial commemorat¬ 
ing those who died during wars has been 
awarded grade II listed status, more than 
80 years after its creation. 

The Quarry Bank Peace Memorial and 
Garden in Stevens Park was first unveiled 
back in October 1931, at a dedication by the 
Dean or Worcester. 

It was to provide a place to remember the 
148 local men who lost their lives during the 
First World War. Over the years the memo¬ 
rial and garden has been added to in order 
to remember those killed in later conflicts 
with 50 names from the Second World War 
and one from the conflict in Afghanistan. 


Now Historic England have granted 
the peace garden listed status protection. 
It was originally designed by West Bro¬ 
mwich-based architect Alfred Long, and 
includes a sculpture of Christ by George 
Wade. He was active from 1888 to 1906, and 
also produced monuments such as the grade 
Il-listed South Africa memorial in Norwich. 

A major portion of the cost of the me¬ 
morial was paid for by Ernest Stevens, the 
benevolent industrialist who also gifted the 
park and other green spaces in the area. 
Treasurer of the Quarry Bank branch of the 
Royal British Legion, Eric Homer, was de¬ 
lighted with recognition for the memorial. 


Views are sought on 
prescriptions change 

RESIDENTS’ views are being sought in Dudley after a 
plan was proposed to stop prescribing medicines for short¬ 
term or minor conditions and ailments. 

‘Self-managing’ medicines such as painkillers, hay fever 
tablets, wart and verruca creams, cough and cold remedies, 
antihistamines and some skin products would only be of¬ 
fered for long-term and chronic conditions, if the scheme 
goes through. 

The borough’s health chiefs say they spend about £2 mil¬ 
lion a year on widely available, over-the-counter medicines, 
while GPs spend an average of £5,000 every day seeing pa¬ 
tients who have minor illnesses that could be treated with 
remedies bought over the counter. 

Dudley Clinical Commissioning Group is asking resi¬ 
dents to give their views on the proposed changes.

Part 
of a group of seven teen¬ 
agers who regularly drank 
at a pub in Stourbridge, 
they were relaxing as they 
prepared to return from 
a day-trip to the Belgian 
port of Zeebrugge. 

Seconds later, he would see 
something that would remain 
with him for the rest of his life. 

As the ship capsized, he 
watched a young woman plunge 
from one end of the boat to the 
other, knocking his glasses off 
seconds before crashing through a 
window to an almost certain death 
in the icy waters. 

“She was a very smartly dressed 
lady in a herringbone suite, prob¬ 
ably aged in her mid-to-late 20s, 
and she fell the whole width of the 
boat backwards through a window 
below,” said Andy, then 19 and liv¬ 
ing at Clent. 

It was 30 years on Monday, 
March 6, since the car ferry MS 
Herald of Free Enterprise capsized 
minutes after leaving the harbour 
at Zeebrugge. 

A total of 193 passengers and 
crew perished in the freezing wa¬ 
ters of the North Sea. 

And while the majority of the 
539 people on board survived due 
to the heroic efforts of the rescue 
services, the figure does not reflect 
the number of lives torn apart by 
the disaster. 

Sue Hames watched helplessly 
as her boyfriend Rob Heard was 
swept away after losing his grip on 


a table. Soldier Brian Bunker saved 
several lives after refusing to be 
evacuated from the wreckage, only 
to discover that his wife Diane and 
baby daugther Nadine had been 
killed. 

Ninety seconds was all it took 
for the Herald to capsize. From 
normality to unimaginable horror in 
less than the time it takes to boil 
a kettle. 

This instantaneous nature of 
the disaster is captured by Black 
Country author lain Yardley, who 
spoke to about 30 survivors over a 
seven-year period while research¬ 
ing his poignant book Ninety Sec¬ 
onds at Zeebrugge. 

lain, 44, from Lower Gornal, ad¬ 
mits to feeling some guilt as he 
spoke to the survivors. 

“Listening to and reading sto¬ 
ries of what survivors and relatives 
went through was very difficult,” he 
says. “I thought to myself ‘who am 
I to intrude on their grief?’ How¬ 
ever, I feel that the people I spoke 
to wanted to tell their story. It was 
very difficult for them. I still feel 
very honoured and humbled. 

Three people from the West Mid¬ 
lands lost their lives: Mr Heard, 
from Coventry, 66-year-old Ivy 
Jackson from Burton-upon-Trent, 
and 42-year-old lorry driver Tom 
Peach, from Rugeley. 

Mr Peach, who lived in Speechly 
Drive, was on his way back from 
a delivery job in Germany. He had 
only been working for Carman’s 
Transport in Kidsgrove, Stafford¬ 
shire, for three weeks, after two 
years on the dole. 


A friend said that he had been 
“over the moon” at finally landing 
a job. 

The Herald had been due to de¬ 
part at 7pm local time, but was five 
minutes late. At 7.24pm it passed 
the outer walls of the harbour, and 
four minutes later it capsized. 

Andy Bridge’s party was made 
up of Lawson Fisher, 16, from 
Stourbridge, brothers Ian and Nick 
Wood, also from Stourbridge, An¬ 
drew Dingley from nearby Hagley, 
Ian Moore, 18 of Netherton, Dudley, 
and Alan Cartwright, of Brierley Hill. 

Vanished 

Andy, now 49, remembers how 
Lawson quickly vanished, mo¬ 
ments after being sat opposite him. 

“I didn’t see him until we got 
back to the hotel later,” he says. “I 
was hanging onto to the chair and 
the water came up to my waist, 
were were in complete darkness 
and it was very cold. I just held on.” 

Only a sandbank prevented the 
ship from sinking completely, and 
the drama happened so quickly 
there was no opportunity for Cap¬ 
tain David Lewry to send out a dis¬ 
tress signal. 

Luckily, there was a dredger, 
Sanderas, working nearby, and 
noticing that all the Herald’s lights 
had gone out, its captain alerted 
the port authority at Zeebrugge. 
Tugs were dispatched to surround 
the stricken ferry and a team of 
divers arrived by helicopter within 
30 minutes. The Belgian Navy, on 
exercise in the area, also joined

in the rescue. Andy Bridge says: 
“They threw down rope ladders, 
but it was too cold for me to climb 
one. Someone came down and got 
me.” 

There were thought to be a to¬ 
tal of 459 passengers and 80 crew 
members on board at the time. 

Townsend Thoresen was then 
one of the biggest operators in 
the highly lucrative cross-channel 
ferry industry, and the Herald and 
its sister ships were crucial to that 
success. 

However, it seems that the pres¬ 
sure to stay ahead in the race 
across the channel led to a culture 
of corner-cutting in the compa¬ 
ny. It had become customary for 
Townsend Thoresen ships to de¬ 
part with the bow doors still open, 
allowing vehicle fumes to escape 


the deck. These were normally shut 
just before the ship left the calm 
waters of the harbour. 

Failed 

However, assistant bosun Mark 
Stanley - exhausted after a gruel¬ 
ling shift - overslept and failed to 
hear the call to report for duty. 

The company management was 
accused of presiding over a “cul¬ 
ture of sloppiness”. 

Judge Sheen’s inquiry led to 
captain David Lewry being sus¬ 
pended for 12 months, and chief 
officer Sabel for two years, but cor¬ 
porate manslaughter proceedings 
against the company failed. By 
the time of the disaster, Townsend 
Thoresen had just been taken over 
by P & O, leading to the fleet being 
hurriedly rebranded.

City arts schools 
stage merger 

TWO major arts schools in Birmingham are 
set to merge in a move bosses hope will pro¬ 
duce a single world-class hub for developing 
the next generation of performers. 

Birmingham Conservatoire and Birming¬ 
ham School of Acting will join forces in a 
move which will see both the music and 
acting arms of Birmingham City University 
unite as Birmingham Conservatoire. 

The merger coincides with the opening 
of a £57 million new home for Birmingham 
Conservatoire on the university’s city cen¬ 
tre campus this year. 

Professor David Roberts, Pro Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor and Executive Dean of the Faculty of 
Arts, Design and Media at Birmingham City 
University, said: “This merger emphasises 
the growing need for fluidity between disci¬ 
plines - musicians able to draw on perfor¬ 
mance skills or promote their work across 
digital channels, or actors and set designers 
delivering performances where music and 
musicality are essential.” 


New committee will focus on

We want to make Dudley a bet¬ 
ter place for residents to live.” 

The move has been welcomed by 
Dudley Council’s leader, Councillor 


Pete Lowe, who felt the committee 
could prove ‘effective’ in tackling an¬ 
ti-social behaviour. 

“I am happy that we can work in 
partnership with the police and other 
agencies to make sure we are as com¬ 
mitted as possible to tackling anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour,” he said. 

Committee members will hear from 
police officers, community leaders, 
from the council’s anti-social behav¬ 
iour team and councillors. 

Councillor Perks said: “The idea 
will be to collect information and then 
we will make recommendations.” 

The first committee meeting will 
take place on March 28.

Police spark anger 
with mutilation tweet

prosecuting parents was unlikely to benefit youngsters. 

The comments sparked a furious response from UKIP 
health spokesperson Suzanne Evans branding the force an 
‘utter disgrace’. UKIP Euro MP Bill Etheridge, a Sedgley 
councillor, called for an overhaul of West Midlands Police 
policy. The tweet - later deleted - had originally appeared 
in response to a comment about TV drama Call The Mid¬ 
wife, which featured a portrayal of an FGM victim. 

Mr Etheridge, a West Midlands MEP and Dudley coun¬ 
cillor, said: “Effectively this is one of the worst crimes in 
our society and one of the least detected. It is the duty of 
the police to take action.”

VANDALS have left the res¬ 
idents of a Black Country 
street fuming after a car 
wrecking spree. 

Police have received several re¬ 
ports of cars being damaged in 
Stourbridge.

Worst 

“We’ve had a few instances where 
something like this has happened be¬ 
fore but this is the worst its ever been. 

“Two tyres on my husband’s car 
were slashed just after Christmas and 
my car had its wing mirror ripped off. 


“Every one is angry, it’s frustrating. 
I haven’t been able to drive because I 
don’t have a wing mirror.” 

She added: “There seems to be a lot 
of streets around the area complaining 
about the vandalism. 

“Our street is one-way well-lit road 
which is completely residential so it’s 
come as a surprise.” 

A spokesman for West Midlands Po¬ 
lice said: “We are urging anyone who 
has had their car damaged to report it. 

“Patrols have been stepped up in 
the area and witnesses are urged to 
call 101.”

MORE than 1,000 people applied for 
just 150 community support officer 
jobs in the West Midlands.

One punch fractured 
peacemaker's eye 
socket and cheekbone 


A HAIRDRESSER was left with a 
fractured eye socket and cheek¬ 
bone after being punched as he 
tried to defuse a row in a pub 
beer garden. 

David Homer floored Leo Demirtas 
as he attempted to play peacemaker 
during an argument between Homer 
and his father. 

The single blow at the Wagon and Horses 
in Cradley Heath knocked the victim un¬ 
conscious and left him needing surgery. 

One of his eyes ‘sunk’ as a result of the 
vicious blow, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Homer, aged 28, of Ketley Hill Road, 
Dudley, was jailed for 14 months over the 
attack. 

The court heard he had drunk at least six 
pints before a row started with his father in 
the early hours of April 17 last year. 

Mr Demirtas knew Homer, as he came 
into his hair salon, so believed he would be 
able to calm the situation, said Mr Mark 
Phillips, prosecuting. 

Mr Phillips told the court: “The com¬ 
plainant was outside having a cigarette 
with his fiancee. While he was standing 
there two other people came out, having 
quite a heated argument. 

“Because Leo felt he knew the defendant 
he went along to try and diffuse the situa¬ 
tion. He approached the defendant with his 
arms out saying ‘calm down’. 

Unconscious 

“The defendant said ‘who are you?’ and 
he replied ‘it’s Leo, calm down’, at which 
the defendant struck him in the left eye, 
knocking the complainant unconscious.” 

Mr Demirtas was taken to Russells Hall 
Hospital in Dudley and returned three 
weeks later to undergo surgery. 

In a victim statement read to the court, 
he said he feared the attack had ruined his 
life. “It was bad enough doing it when I 
tried to help, now I will have to live with 
this for the rest of my life. 

“I still have pain in my eye and will have 
to have future surgery.” 

Homer admitted inflicting grievous bod¬ 
ily harm with intent. 

Recorder Collingwood Thompson told 
him: “The complainant came over to see 
if he could assist and you responded by 
punching him.” 

Miss Nicole Steers, defending, said: “It 
was a single blow and he has recognised he 
was wrong.” 


Beacon heritage fund bid

A CAMPAIGN to restore a land¬ 
mark on Sedgley Beacon has been 
given a boost after council bosses 
revealed that they were preparing a 
bid for £800,000 of funding. 

Plans to restore the 19th-century 
Sedgley Beacon Tower were put on 
hold last year but have now been 
revived. 

Dudley Council will apply for 
funding from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund to restore the historic brick- 
built structure which sits on top of 
Beacon Hill. 

The move has been welcomed by 
the Friends of Sedgley Beacon, who 
were left ‘disappointed’ after the 


council failed to put in a bid last 
year. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services, 
said ‘complex legal requirements’ 
and multiple land owners had made 
the bid a ‘very long and detailed ap¬ 
plication’. 

The cash will also go towards en¬ 
hancing wildlife habit on the hill¬ 
side, one of the highest points in the 
West Midlands. Money will also be 
pumped into improving car parking 
and access to Beacon Hill. 

Friends treasurer Tony Cowell 
said: “It is good to hear the bid is 
moving forward.” 


Charity says solve 
crisis by sending 
fewer to prison 


THE UK’s prison crisis, 
highlighted by major prob¬ 
lems at HMP Featherstone 
in South Staffs, can only be 
solved if fewer people are 
sent there, a prison charity 
says. 

Peter Dawson, the direc¬ 
tor of the Prison Reform 
Trust, was speaking in the 
wake of a damning report 
on the jail near Wolver¬ 
hampton. He said fewer 
criminals should be locked 
up and those that are locked 
up should be so for a shorter 
time.This would allow 
prison officers to spend 
more time with inmates, 
helping them to reform. 

He said: “The answers lie 


with reducing the number of 
prisoners and the amount of 
time spent behind bars. This 
way the money the prison 
service has can be spent on 
those who need it and prison 
officers can spend more time 
with inmates. 

“The demand for things 
like education, social care, 
etc, is going up and we can¬ 
not stop it. But we have con¬ 
trol over prisons, even if it is 
politically difficult, and can 
decide if more or less people 
are sent there.” 

A report on HMP Feath¬ 
erstone revealed that vio¬ 
lence had got so bad that 
some prisoner prefered to 
stay locked in their cells. 


Derby match 
GOTV footage 
passed to police 


CCTV coverage of trouble at 
the Wolves vs Birmingham 
City derby has been passed 
on to police, Wolves have 
confirmed. 

Wolves are continuing a 
probe into several crowd-re¬ 
lated issues - including bot¬ 
tles, seats and coins being 
thrown - at the Friday night 
fixture. 

Prior to the game the 
club installed a new and im¬ 
proved CCTV system, and a 
club boss said the enhanced 
quality of recordings has 
helped to identify around 30 
examples of alleged anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour which took 
place within Molineux. 

The footage has now been 


passed on to West Midlands 
Police to review the evidence 
before deciding whether to 
proceed with further action. 

Managing director Laurie 
Dalrymple also warned any 
fans identified as carrying 
out disorder will be banned 
from the club. 

He said: “Everyone at the 
club, and a lot of supporters 
who have contacted us since 
the game, were outraged at 
the behaviour of a small mi¬ 
nority of fans which harmed 
what was otherwise a pas¬ 
sionate local derby atmos¬ 
phere. Our safety manager 
Steve Sutton and his team 
have been carrying out an 
investigation.”

Those impeccable credentials, however, mean nothing 
in the cauldron of stand-up. For Murray knows better than 
anyone: if you get a line wrong, there’s nowhere to hide. 

“I think that what some people don’t realise is that 
there are gradations of posh. I have cousins who went 
to Eton. I think [people who went to] Eton, Harrow, 
they’re properly posh. But my Dad worked for British 
Rail for 40 years, my mother worked for the Citizens 
Advice Bureau in Milton Keynes. 

“We’re resolutely downwardly mobile. With 
showbusiness, you can be as posh as you like, but 
if you’re not delivering, then you won’t get on. So 
I don’t get annoyed, I’m just exasperated that it’s 
supposed to say anything about me at all. I went to 
private school because my grandfather left some 
money for a grandson. 

“I do accept that I am from a privileged 
background. I was lucky I went 
to private school. I know 
all those things. But I 
don’t think they explain 
anything about me at all. 

“There’s an interesting 
idea about art right now 
- ‘you’re not allowed to 
imagine’ seems to be 
the argument. So I’m 
not allowed to imagine 
what people might 
think, or send up 
how other people 
might think. That’s 
an argument 
against art. That 
an argument 
against creativity. 

Murray’s tour 
is under way 
around the UK 
and he’ll return 
to Birmingham 
on May 22 
to headline 
the city’s REP 
theatre. 

Murray added 
that his new 
show takes 
a humorous 
approach to 


the challenging era in which we live. 
“We live in troubling times. Europe. The 
NHS. Whatever the hell is going on in the 
Middle East.

Who knows where it will 
all end?”

While Murray’s character is resolutely commonsensical 
, the performer himself was educated at Bedford School 
and Oxford University and his ancestors include the 3rd 
Duke of Atholl, a bishop, an ambassador and William 
Makepeace Thackery, the 19th century novelist best 
known for his satirical works, particularly Vanity Fair, was 
his great-great-great grandfather.

he last time we saw Alfred 
(David Dawson), he was 
hiding in a swamp with 
Uhtred (Alexander Dreymon). 

In the series one finale, the two 
came together to take on the Danes, 
who have conquered almost all the 
kingdoms in the realm. So, what will 
Alfred find on the road in season 2, 
as he sets his sights on the wild 
lands of the north? 

Well, for starters, he finds a lot of 
suffering. With no army to defend 
them, his people were left to fend for 
themselves, and many of them lost 
their wealth and lives due to raids by 
the Danes and others. 

But Alfred’s conviction to create a 
united England is stronger than 
ever, and he targets the wild lands 
of the north, which have fallen into 
chaos and rebellion. 

Uhtred, meanwhile, went through a 
subtle transformation in series one. 
The warrior’s fiery temper cooled a 
little and during his time with Alfred in 
the marshlands, he also felt 
sympathy for him on account of the 
suffering of the king’s child. 


The character was willing to learn 
and change after his interactions 
with the Saxons, but this change is 
unlikely to be welcome to many of 
the other Danes. 

So Alfred and Uhtred now have to 
find a way to fight back the Danes, 
and the latter also embarks on a 
voyage north to avenge Earl 
Ragnar’s death and recapture his 
ancestral lands of Bebbanburg. 

The pair’s main nemesis this time 
around looks to be Guthrum 
(Thomas WGabrielsson), Ubba’s 
second-in command who is both 
intelligent, ruthless and unhinged. 

This bloody Viking vs Saxon 
series is adapted by BAFTA- 
nominated and RTS award-winning 
writer Stephen Butchard from 
Bernard Cornwell’s bestselling 
series of novels. 

It is set in the ninth century at a 
time when many of the separate 
kingdoms of England have fallen to 
the invading Vikings, with only the 
great kingdom of Wessex left 
standing and defiant under the 
command of King Alfred the Great. 


The emotionally complex and 
compelling landscape of revenge, 
rivalry, hostility, corruption, love, 
sex, loyalty and friendship forms the 
backdrop to a gripping adventure, 
and such has been its popularity 
overseas, this second series has 
seen Netflix climb aboard to co¬ 
produce the series along with the 
BBC. 

Dreymon (American Horror Story) 
and Dawson (Peaky Blinders) return 
as the two leads, and they are 
reunited with Emily Cox (Homeland) 
who stars as Brida, Ian Hart 
(Boardwalk Empire) who plays 
Beocca and Tobias Santelmann 
(Marcella) as Ragner the Younger 
from the first series. 

The Last Kingdom has been 
described as ‘the thinking person’s 
Game of Thrones.’ 

And although the series may not 
ever be a popular as that - let’s not 
forget it is an historical drama rather 
than a fantasy series - it certainly 
fills the gap for viewers thirsty for 
battles, gore, hairy warriors with 
swords and famous actors meeting 
grisly ends.
